The members of that commit­ 
tee stated they have agreed on a resolu­ 
tion to be reported today, substantially 
as cited above, with the exception of 
the words “and independent.” Some 
of the members thought the resolution 
with that omission would accomplish 
the same ends as w ith the specific men­ 
tion of independence and m ight avoid 
unpleasant complications that might 
possibly arise with its use.

A compromise prepo­ 
sition seems certain to be reported at 
both ends of the capitol. The senate 
committee’s resolution will be the more 
radical of the tw'o. 
It will surely be 
reported today and will declare .for im­ 
mediate intervention, a general recog­ 
nition of the rights of the Cuban peo­ 
ple to freedom and independence aud 
will demand the withdrawal of the 
Spanish forces from the island. 
There is a strong impression that the 
debato in the house will be made short 
to prevent undue criticism of the ad­ 
ministration. Many of tho Republicans 
are in favor of no debate at all, contend­ 
ing that the passage of a resolution 
without debato would strengthen our 
position before the world. 
In the sen­ 
ate it is imposable to predict how long 
the debate will run. 
There is a general 
feeling in Washington among pubiio 
men that the action of congress, as fore­ 
shadowed in the resolutions, renders 
the situation extremely critical and con­ 
servative leaders of both parties con­ 
sider war inevitable, as a result of tlieit 
adoption, unless Spain makes a final 
and complete surrender by giving up 
the island of Cuba.

United States forces to the end that the 
indejiendouco of the Cubans be secured; 
second, by Mr. Wilson (W ash.), direct­ 
ing the president at once to take steps 
as will secure to the people of Cuba an 
indep* ndent and republican form of 
government; third, by Mr. Allen (Neb.) 
declaring the existence of wrar in Cuba 
and d ilu tin g the president to take steps 
to st >p it and secure to the people of 
the island a stable and independent gov­ 
ernment. 
Following the introduction of the res­ 
olution sjioeches were delivered by Mr. 
Pettus (Ala.), Mr. Mason (Ills.) and 
Mr. J 
der (N .C .). 
Judge Pettus pre- 
sen tell an argument that congress could 
not delegate to the president the power 
to make war, either in a general or in a 
special cause, and declared that tho mak­ 
ing of any war without an express dec­ 
laration by congress would be a disgrace 
to tho nation. 
Mr. Mason’s speech was 
largely a legal argument in favor of the 
recognition of the independence of the 
Cuban republic and was delivered with 
characteristic lire and vehemence.

THE MASTER OF A BIG OCEAN STEAM­ 


ER IS NO T A PLUTOCRAT.

It is tho general impression among 
those who do not know that the duties 
and responsibilities of tho average skip­ 
per of a regular liner arc as many and 
onerous as the successful bauk preside ut 
and that in addition his salary is jnst 
s* large. 
The responsibility of tho one 
is about as great as the other, but when 
it comes to duties the sea dog has iih a 
rulo much more to bear, while, unlike 
the bank proidi ut, his salary is as 
small as his duties are large. 
It may 
surprise sonio of the regular transat­ 
lantic travelers to learn that their beau 
ideal of a sea captain who in faultless 
gold lace goes about tho deck laughing 
and chatting with tho tourists, pattiug 
the half faro tots on the back 
and 
doffing his cap to the rug clad occupants 
of an easy steamer chair between the 
tim e that bo spends in his birth, in the 
chartroom or on the bridge, gets little 
morn money a mouth than the detective 
sergeant or the average stoa rn boat cap­ 
tain. In many instances Mr. Gold Lace 
gets lesa 
Plea For 
Uno of the most successful lines ren­ 
ding between this port and Europe pays 
its commodore, who has been over 20 
years in this particular service, £35 a 
month, or about $176. This is about $40 
a week. The other captains in this line 
arc paid tho equivalent of $126 for 30 
days* labor. 
Any number of matter of 
no fact stories have been printed with 
tho object of showing that the com­ 
manders of the great liners received iii 
sumo cases sums ranging from $7,000 
to $12,000 per year. 
But such talk is 
idle. 
There is not a single captain on 
tho ocean who enjoys such an income. 
That many of them deserve to is anoth­ 
er matter entirely. 
In an argument that master mariners 
are well paid the point is advanced that 
tho officers are fed while at sea and 
even alongside the wharf with the best 
that tho market affords and ut the ex­ 
pense of the steamship company. 
Yet 
80 per cont of these well fed gold laces 
are married und have big families that 
demand food, clothes and a home either 
here or abroad, whether or not the ship 
is in port. 
This establishment costs as 
much whilo the master mariner is on 
the bosom of old Neptune as it does 
when he is playing dry cob at home for 
a short period. 
His going or coming 
adds or deducts little from tho general 
cost. 
There are few' pursers on the Atlantic 
’ who command a higher monthly salary 1 
than £10. They must have years of ex­ 
perience, a host of friends and be “ top 
sawyers, “ as they say at sea, to com­ 
mand even this figure. 
Unlike the 
stewards, und, in the majority of cases, 
tho ships’ surgeons, the purser is sel­ 
dom made tho recipient of a generous 
tip. Nobody seems able to explain why 
it is so, unless it be that the purser, 
handling all tho money of the voyage, 
which includes extra passage money, 
the receipts from the smoker made 
through the chief steward, the wiue 
bills from the tables, all amounting to 
a pretty large figure, Is recognized as 
the financial end of the floating hotel 
aud so treated accordingly. 
The smoker and its many attachments 
are luxuries which the captain is not 
permitted to enjoy, or if permitted rare­ 
ly indulges in. Any skipper who would 
make himself a jolly good fellow iu the 
smoker would lose the confidence of 
those under his care as fast as a trout 
taking a May fly. 
Not that bis appear­

It is true that 
uoue is obliged to, but he should. 
The 
demand of a doctor at sea is in nowise 
different from that demand on land. 
The steamship companies give a passeu 
ger board, lodging and transportation at 
a cost that could not be equaled on any 
railroad of the earth, when distance, 
accommodation and attention are con­ 
sidered. 
The luxury of a doctor, while 
generally forced, is at the same time an 
auxiliary of sea travel for which the 
company receives nothing, and wbiah, 
when free medicines are included, as 
they invariably are, costs quite a good 
deal. 
Experienced ocean travelers sel­ 
dom forget the surgeon when necessity 
makes them call for his attention dur­ 
ing a trip. But these experienced tour­ 
ists are few and far between.— New 
York Mail and Express.

The attack of unconsciousness is gen­ 
erally preceded by a feeling of slight 
M osca, a swimming before the eyes, 
noises in the cars, a fullness of the bead 
and an indescribable feeling of “ all 
goneneM, ” of the extreme wretchedness 
of which no one can have any idea who 
bas not experienced it in his own per­ 
son. 
The voices of those around gradually 
become indistinct, objects grow dim, 
the breathing is oppressed, und finally 
darkness closes in, the muscles relax, 
und the sufferer passes into that myste­ 
rious and awe inspiring state culled un- 
conHciousneHs.

The annual meeting of council was 
held last, evening, and was attended by 
a large audience. 
The session was called to order at 8 :10 
by President Peach with every member 
present. The minutes were approved, 
and the ordinance to appropriate prop­ 
erty for sower purposes was passed. Tho 
ordinance increasing the salary of the 
officers to $2 per day was placed on its 
second reading and Mr. Peach said it 
was necessary to pa^s the ordinance or 
it would not go into effect for a year. 
Mr. Marshall suggested that the ordi­ 
nance be referred to the ordinance com­ 
mittee with the instructions that the 
present chairman act as member of the 
committee. 
He also suggested their 
duties bo defined iii the ordinance. 
President Peach called Mr. H ornell to 
the chair, and said it was necessary the 
ordinance should bo passed so that the 
now officers would know what salary 
they, were to receive. 
In his opinion th© 
o dinanco was 
very im portant, and 
would havo tho effect of inducing good 
rn <n to accept the position of policeman 
Ho thought it would be a very easy m at­ 
ter to regulate tho duties of the officers, 
and while the ordinances on tho books 
at present conflicted and an officer could 
scarcely tell w hat the law permitted him 
to do, they could be gone over at a later 
date. 
Mr. Stewart amended the ordinance 
by increasing the salary of Chief John­ 
son from $55 to $60 per month, and the 
ordinance as amended was passed under 
suspension of the roles. 
Tho ordinance to improve Pennsylva­ 
nia avenue from Mulberry street to tin* 
east line of lands of T. J. Andrews was 
passed under suspension of the rules, us 
was an ordinance to establish grade lines 
on College street from Forest street to 
Potter’s Lane alley. 
A petition to pave Apple alley from 
Kossuth to Robinson street was received, 
and a communication 
from W. H. 
Brooks claiming $300 damages to his 
property in Avondale street by reason of 
the proposed improvement, was referred 
to the engineer, solicitor and street com­ 
mittee. 
The committees appointed to audit the 
books of the clerk and treasurer reported 
as finding them correct. 
The commit­ 
tee to audit the m ayor’s books reported 
them correct aud also stated there were 
$282 due the city on unpaid fines. 
The annual and monthly reports of 
the city officers were received and filed. 
An 
ordinance outlining sewer dis­ 
trict No. 2 was passed under suspen­ 
sion of the rules, as were ordinances to 
improve Monroe aud Jefferson streets 
from Fifth to Sixth streets and Jack­ 
son street from Fifth to Seventh streets. 
The clerk was instructed to advertise 
for bids for improving Monroe. Minerva, 
Jackson 
and 
Jefferson 
streets, 
and Chief 
Johnson 
was instructed 
to serve notices on the property owuers 
of Pennsylvania avenue of the proposed 
improvement. 
Franklin street was uot 
included in the list, as it will not be im-, 
proved until it is settled what will be 
done with Tanyard ran sewer. 
The pay roll came next, and a bill for 
damage for $21 25 from H. E 
Porter 
was referred to the solicitor, while a bill 
from a local paper was scut back for 
correction. 
The pay ordinance was 
then passed 
Engineer Newhall, of the Pennsyl­ 
vania company, sent a communication 
that owing to the recent washouts the 
company were not prepared to report on 
the Tanyard run sewer at this time, but 
would do so at the earliest possible date 
It was decided to grade Short street, 
and Clerk Hanley read a list of the can­ 
didates to whom he had granted certifi­ 
cates. 
Contractor Ryan was instructed 
to commence work at once lowering the 
sidewalks on the sooth side of Third 
street. 
The question of liability Insurance 
was brought up and the policy provides 
for insurance oil a street sprinkler and 
sweeper and oue slow moving team. 
The premium asked is $39 aud the com­ 
pany agreed to pay $5,000 on one per­ 
son and and $10,000 for an accident. 
It was decided that a slow moving team 
would not do much damage and the pol­ 
icy w’as referred to the agent for cor­ 
rection. 
This finished the business, and Presi­ 
dent Peach said: 
"This closes the year’s business, and I 
have just one word to say before I leave 


the chair. 
I hope every member of this 
council will assist the incoming mayor 
to the best of their ability to give the 
city the best possible government. I am 
glad the ordinance increasing the pay of j 
the officers carried, as it rests with them j 
what kind of government we have. I j 
have always held that the responsibilitv 
rests more with the policeman th a u ! 
with nny other officer. 
I hope council 
will take an interest in the welfare of 
the city, and trust they will desire good 
government as much as the mayor or 
any citizen. 
I hope every member will 
treat tho mayor cordially and use their 
hest efforts in his behalf. 
I declare this 
council adjourned sine die." 
A vote of thanks was tendered to the 
retiring president, and Mr. Horwell, the 
retiring member from the Third ward. 
Promptly at 9:40 Mayor Bough called 
the new council to order, and the newly 
elected members, 
Messrs. 
Marshall, 
Cain. Seckerson and Ash haugh, w’ere 
sworn in. Upon motion of Mr. Stewart, 
seconded by Mr. Ashbangh, Dr. R. J. 
Marshall was chosen president. The 
new president took his seat, aud said : 
"Gentlem en, I am certainly under ob­ 
ligation to you for the honor conferred 
open me, and will endeavor to perform 
tho duty to the best of my ability. 
In 
assuming the duties of the presidency, 
I 
realise 
tho 
responsibility 
and 
will endeavor 
to bo 
us 
impartial 
and just in my rulings as it is possible 
for mo to bo. 
I hope during the coming 
year every councilman will remember 
his obligation, and that lie is elected to 
serve the whole people, no m atter what 
ward he represents. I hope all council­ 
men w ill do their duty fearlessly,without 
regard to fear or favor. 
I hope all com­ 
mittees will do their duty in a careful 
manner and bring in reports by which 
council should to u groat extent be 
guided. 
I want to say to our new 
mayor that I believe every member in 
council is prepared to render him what­ 
ever aid in their power for the enforce­ 
ment of laws opon the statute books. 
The best way to find out whether a law 
is good is to test it, and if it is found to

I think I can safely say that if the mavor 
or marshal Aud their officers are not 
doing their duty all they will have to do 
is to place them under suspension and 
report to council who will see that they 
are removed.

President Marshall then stated that 
they were ready for the police appoint­ 
ments, but Mayor C. F. Bough said he 
would not* submit his report for two 
weeks. 
President Marshall said that he had 
conferred w ith the mayor who had told 
him that his list was not completed and 
he would prefer to caucus with council 
before discussing them in open session 
Mr. Peach called attention to the fact 
that conucil had endeavored to caucus 
with the mayor on two occasions, but 
he had uot beeu prepared. 
While coun­ 
cil were elected to serve the people they 
were not at the beck and call of any per­ 
son, and considered they had done 
their duty.

Tied a man w ho was iu debt his credit­ 
ors could not take her property to satis­ 
fy their claims if be received nothing 
from her. In England, says an antiqua­ 
rian, there was at least one case where 
the bride was clothed puns naturulibus 
while tho ceremony was being per­ 
formed in the great churel! at Birm ing­ 
ham. The minister at first r* fused to 
perform the ceremony, but finding noth­ 
ing in tho rubric that would excuso him 
he married the pair. 
To carry out the law fully as the peo­ 
ple underate d it the ceremony should 
always have been performed as it was 
in tho Birm ingham church. But modes­ 
ty forbidding, \ uncus expedients were 
used to accomplish the desired purpose 
aud yet avoid the undesirable features.

WI Ll.i am Ba i,ch, Minister of ye Gospel. 
It is noted by the same waiter that in 
ail cases of smock marriages that have 
come to his kuowledge the brides have 
been widows. 
It is thought that during the reign of ! 
George IU there were many smock mar­ 
riages in Maine, then a part of tbeprov- ! 
! in ce of Massachusetts Bay, chiefly in 
Lincoln and York counties or in the ter- ; 
ritory which is now so known. There is 
nothing to show that the practice out­ 
lived the Revolution. In Maine up to 
1852 a husband was liable for debts of 
bis wife contracted before marriage, 
and no such subterfuge as the smock 
marriage could relieve bim.—New York 
Sun.

T his apparatus is the invention of J. 
W. W elch, xjresident of the San F ra n ­ 
cisco Pigeon and H om ing society. 
The 
m achine is about 3 inches by 5>^ and 
is supplied w ith tw o w atch m ovem ents. 
D uring a race each nieinber is supplied 
w ith a “ tim e r.” 
W hen the birds are

T IN IN G O F P IG E O N S . 


J . W . W elch «f San Franc!*©© Invent* a 
M achine That Correct* Form er Abn*©*. 
The dissatisfaction that bas so long 
existed in regard to tim ing tho flight of 
homing pigeons is in a fair way of be­ 
ing perm anently settled. 
There bas been invented in Ban F ran­ 
cisco recently an autom atic tim ing m a­ 
chine which it is claimed is superior to 
the one now iii use in the eastern states. 
This apparatus is the invention of J. 
W. W elch, president of the San F ran ­ 
cisco Pigeon and Homing society. 
The 
machine is about 8 inches by S tra n d 
is supplied w ith two watch movements. 
During a race each member is supplied 
w ith ii “ tim er.” 
When the birds are 
being counterm arked by the race secre­ 
tary be will not, as formerly, stam p 
them on the wing, but w ill place un 
alum inium band on the leg of each bird 
entered, on which is a private m ark not 
known to the owner. 
The birds are then placed in a basket 
aud shipped to the starting point. 
On 
their return to the loft at the conclusion 
of the race the owner removes the band 
from the leg of the bird aud drops it 
into the tim ing machine. This sets the 
m achine in motion, and it continues to 
run until placed in the hands of the 
race secretary, who by a sim ple calcu­ 
lation can estim ate the exact moment 
at which the bird arrived at the loft. —

They are prefaced by a 
note saying the pontiff, “ seeing the im ­ 
m inent danger of war between Spain 
and the U nited States interposed his 
action w ith the greatest solicitude and 
entire efficacy in order to avert it and 
smooth over the obstacles.” 
Then follows a note, dated April 9, 
sent by the Spanish m inister for foreign 
affairs, Senor Gullou, to Mgr. Merry del 
Vol, the papal chamberlain, requesting 
him to inform tile papal secretary of 
state, C ardinal Rampolla, so that the 
latter m ight comm unicate it to the pope 
th at the Spanish governm ent, “in con­ 
sequence of the ardent, noble and re­ 
p eated urgings of the pope.” had de­ 
cided to order Captain General Blanco 
to “ concede im m ediately a suspension 
of hostilities for the period which his 
prudence may deem fit, w ith the view to 
prepare for and facilitate peace.” 
C ontinuing, the note tells of the am ­ 
bassadors of the six {lowers urging the 
game policy as the poj>e. 
A third docum ent is dispatched from 
Cardinal Ram polla to the papal nuncio 
at M adrid, in w hich the latter is in­ 
structed to comm unicate to the Spanish 
g o v e rn m e n t the satisfaction expert need
